After setting out from Newport

encountered heavy swells. They 
tried riding at anchor that night. 


"The sea anchor was pulling on 


the boat," the boy, mumbling and 
dazed from sedatives, told news- 
men. "Two big swells picked up 
the boat and pulled the bottom 
out ...

broke out between prod and anti- 
Castro groups. This occurred last 
year while Castro was in New 
York. 


Molina, 28, got his nickname of 
" thf. 
Hook" because he has an 


artificial hand, svhich replaces a 
member lost in an industrial acci- 
dent. 


Castro has maintained that Mo- 


lina's trial was of a political na- 
ture. He offered to exchange Capt 
Manuel Artime of the Cuban in- 
vasion forces for Molina. 


Molina's lawyer asked a sus- 


pended sentence for Molina and 
that he be deported to his native 
Cuba. He said that if Molina were 
returned "it would put the Trac 
tors for Freedom movement in a 
better light." 


This was a reference to the un 


successful effort of an American 
committee to exchange 
tractors 


for other prisoners from the rebel 
invasion. Castro himself initiated 
the idea, but negotiations broke 
down in a hassle over Castro's 
changing terms.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Still un- 


clear is whether President -Ken- 
nedy has picked Gen.'Maxwell D. 
Tdylor as just one more adviser 
among a bundle of advisers or 
svhcther he brought him in to 
short-circuit some of the others. 


.Kennedy is knee-deep in advis- 


ers, of whom McGeorge Bundy, 
former Harvard dean, is the spe- 
cialist on security affairs; which 
include defense and intelligence 
and, perhaps, foreign policy. 


Taylor, 00, former Army chief 


of staff who retired in 1959 in pro- 
test against President Eisenhow- 
er's defense policies, will be Ken- 
nedy's military adviser, working 
primarily in the military and in- 
telligence fields. 


This seems to leave Bundy's po- 


sition foggy. He was one of those 
who sat in with the President 
when the decision was made to 
Jet the disastrous Cuban invasion 
begin. But so did Gen. Lyman 
Limnitzer, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


Taylor, who has just Completed 


for Kennedy a study of the Cuban 
failure, is against the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff system altogether. 


Not long after his 1959 retire- 


ment Taylor wrote in Look maga- 
zine that the joint chiefs hadn't 
been able to produce "an agreed 
military strategy of their own." 
that the system was a failure and 
should be abolished. 


And in his 1960 book, "The Un- 


certain 
Trumpet," 
Taylor pro- 


posed that the joint chiefs be re- 
placed by a single defense chief 
of staff and an advisory board 
he called the supreme military 
council. 


So now, Taylor, who 
doesn't 


think the joint chiefs should exist, 
will be dealing with thorn, at the 
same time, having the President's 
ear. His office will be in the 
White House. 


The White House said. Taylor 


would not be ' interposed" be- 
tween Kennedy and the joint 
chiefs or the Security Council or 
the secretary of defense, Robert 
S. McNamara, who has defended 
the chiefs from criticism in the 
Cuban expedition. 


Taylor apparently already has 


had quite an influence on the 
President. 


Kennedy, last March 26 in a 


special defense message to Con 
grqss, cast aside the philosophy of

nation's military goals and strat- 
egy; 
immediate

expansion of the nation's 


forces for limited war; a long- 
range missile system that can be 
moved around instead of being 
stationary. 


In addition: at this moment, 


when Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
is building a crisis on Berlin, Tay- 
lor is a man who not only had 
military experience in Berlin but 
has very positive opinions about 
defending it. 


He was American commander 


in Berlin from 1949 to 1951. He 
thinks this city, 110 miles inside 
Communist East Germany and 
the Western outpost in the Red 
world, must be defended. 


In a Chicago speech 14 months 


ago he said: "Berlin is defensible 
through our clear determination 
to go all out, if necessary, in any 
kind of military operation which 
might be required by the situa- 
tion. Berlin can be defended and, 
in my opinion, must be defend- 
ed."
